T’ve about decided that 
most of our poverty is self-inflict- 
ed, It would be very gratifying to 
me if I could know that every 
farm family in this section of the 
State was well supplied with baby 
chicks at this time of the year, 
Just as soon as all our folks learn 
the art of making all things count 
on the farm we shall have a rich 
and prosperous section, I can- 
not say too much in my feeble 
effort to persuade you to do your 


full duty about raising chickens 
as you should on your farm, I 


hope to come by your farm in a 
few days and shall stop and make 
a survey of your chicken yard, I 
hope you will’ not be embarrassed 
when I see what you have. No 
man is a good provider who does 
not have an ample supply of chick- 
ens around his farm.

WATERMELONS — About the 
best thing to be found on the farm 
is a nice, large, cool watermelon, 
Farmers should have watermelons 
from July Ist to October ist of 
each year. and we can have them 
if we only put forth a real ef- 
fort to produce them, Every farm- 
er should plant at least three 
patches of melons and it would 
be a surer bet if you would plant 
four patches or four ages of mel- 
ons, Your first patch should be 
planted on Good Friday, the sec- 
ond patch about 30 days later and 
the third pateh about 60 days 
later. The fourth patch should be 
planted in a new ground and 
should be planted about the same 
| time you plant your third patch. 
This arrangement will give you 
melons all the summer if the sea- 
sons are not too hard on you. I 
would also suggest that you plant 
} two varieties at each planting. An 
early variety and a late variety 
planted at the same time will care 
for your needs for more than 30 
days. My plan is to plant four 
rows at the time and have two 
rows of one variety and two rows

You should do 
the same thing in your new ground 
pateh, Your early patch should 
be on the highest and dryest land 
on the place, while the late patch- 
es should be on damp soil, There 
are three seerets about making 
good watermelons and every farm- 
er should know these secrets, The 
first secret is that of proper soil 
breaking. Your soil must be well 
pulverized and broken very deep 
if you are to have large melons, 
A watermelon needs a lot of 
water and we all realize that deep 
plowing helps to hold the mois- 
ture in the soil, We should break 
our soil deep and we should plow 
deep after the vines begin to run 
if the soil shows any signs of 
having been packed, Do not break 
the roots but make sure that your 
soil is already for the roots when 
they get to the soil. We should 
keep the patch free of grass and 
weeds but we should not disturb 
the vines after they begin to 
bloom, The roots run as far as 
the vines do and this tells us that 
we should lay the patch by with 
the middles and beds all level. We 
must leave the patch so the roots 
may continue to grow without 
finding a hard unbroken ridge of 
soil or a deep furrow in which 
there is nothing but dry dirt, If 
the roots ever come to dry hot 
soil they will wilt and the sap 
from the damaged roots will cause 
the vines to turn yellow, If your 
patch is properly laid by the 
vines will not turn yellow unless 
there is some unusual season to 
eause it. The third secret of 
growing fine watermelons is that} 
of proper fertilization. Most of} 
us have an idea that our melon} 
patch does not need anything ex- | 
cept some horse lot fertilizer, This | 
is a great mistake as the fact is} 
that our melons do not need very | 
much lot manure of any kind. Lot 
manure grows a vine or a stalk, 
It is mostly ammonia and it is 
mighty good to use when we wish 
to_grow a large vine or stalk but 
it is not good for fruit production, 
It is my suggestion that you do 
not use very much lot manure un- 
der your melon patch. A smali 
amount strewn in the furrow is 
all right but too much causes the 
patch to go to vines and not pro- 
duce melons. If you use some lot 
manure you should also use a good 
application of commercial] fertiliz- 
er. Phosphate and potash is all 
you need if you are using lot ma- 
nure with it. About 400 pounds 
of phosphate and 50 pounds of 
potash is all you need to the acre 
for good melons, The best melon 
producer I ever knew used noth- 
ing but a high grade cotton guano 
for his melons. He would put 
down as much guano as he could 
pick up in his hand, every three 
feet, and if he had some left over 
after he had gone over the patch 
he would go back and put out 
some more. I have also seen him 
put guano down before he planted 
and then put it out around the 


rows, He would put it on both 
sides of the rows when he would 
bar them off. That man would 
produce melons weighing as much 
as 100 pounds and he never had a} 
failure with his melon patch, He|* 
planted several patches every year jé 
and he made melons because he 
knew and followed the three se-| 
crets of producing 
Every farmer should produce all 
the melons needed on his farm 
His cows, pigs, mules, children, | 
chickens and wife all enjoy melons | 
and there is very little excuse for 
not having them. I love my wife 
and children-well enough to cause 
me to do everything in my power 
to produce as many melons as I 
think they can consume, 

There is quite a lot to be said 
about the different varieties of 
watermelons to be grown in this 
section. Many of us feel that} 
some old variety known to us 
while we were children is the best 
variety to be had. Well, it is all 
right for us to love the old things 
but it does not pay us to adhere 
too closely to this rule. There 
are several varieties of melons 
which are far ahead of what we 
had a few years ago and we should 
learn this fact as soon as possible 
There are many good men in this 
section today eating a poor grade 
melon because they are too hard- 
headed to try a new variety, 
Things have gotten better than 
they were when you were a boy 
and the sooner you find this out 
the sooner your wife and children 
will be eating the good watermel- 
ons of today. I suggest that you 
secure a seed catalogue and in- 
form yourself as to what other! 
folks are growing. Get some in- 
formation on this subject and show 
the world what fine melons you 
can produce, 
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Further improvement in world 
mill activities and cotton consump- 
tion, topping the high levels of re- 
cent months, is reported by the 
Bureau of Agricultural Economics.

INSURGENTS 


PORMATION of the Union party | 
for this year’s campaign and its | 


nomination of Representative Wil- 
liam Lemke of North Dakota for 
President recalls some of the oth- 
er ‘insurgent’ parties which have 
played their part in our political 
history. The first of these was the 
Peace party of 1812-15, composed of 
Democrat-Republicans and Fed- 
eralists, mostly in New England, 
who opposed the War of 1812. 

In 1824 there was a People's par- 
ty, composed of Democrat-Republi- 
cans, who favored choosing elec- 
tors by the people and in 1825 
there was a Coalition party, so- 
called from the union of the sup- 
porters of Henry Clay with those 
of John Quincy Adams to elect 
Adams. There was an Anti-Mason- 
ic party in the field from 1827 to 
1834 and in 1840-41 the Abolition- 
ists formed the Liberty party, The 
Free Soil party, which later be- 
came the modern Republican par- 
ty, was formed of Liberty party 
members, Whigs and Democrats. 

The American party, popularly 
known as the ‘Know-Nothing par- 
ty’’ was formed from members of 
other parties who became dissatis- 
fied with the influx of foreigners 
and first raised the cry of ‘‘Amer- 
{ca for Americans!"’ In 1860 it was 
merged with the Constitutional par- 
ty. 

In this same year there were two 
Democratic parties—the Douglas 
Democrats (Northern) and_ the 
Breckenridge Democrats  (South- 
ern). In 1872 dissatisfied Republi- 
cans ang pro-war Democrats 
formed the Liberal Republican par- 
ty and nominated Horace Greeley 
for President. Other Democrats 
who wouldn'’* vote for Greeley 
formed the ‘Straight Out’’ or *‘Tap 
Root’’ Democratic party, which 
nominated Charles O'Conor, 

In 1884 there was an Anti-Monop- 
oly party which nominated Ben- 
jamin F. Butler of Massachusetts 
but which died a-borning. In that 
same year ‘‘bolters’’ from the Re- 
publican party who refused to sup- 
port Blaine, the nominee, became 
the ‘‘Mugwumps"’ and supported 
Cleveland, the Democratic nomi- 
nee. In 1896 there were ‘‘bolters"” 
from both parties. Free silver ad- 
vocates, led by Senator Teller of 
Colorado, left the Republican par- 
ty, and “gold Democrats’’ desert- 
ed that party and its nominee, Wil- 
liam J. Bryan, formed a ‘Nation- 
al Democrat’ party and nominat- 
ed two former Civil war generals— 
John M. Palmer of Illinois for Pres- 
ident and Simon B. Buckner of Ken- 
tucky for vice-president. 

Last but not least was the split 
in the Republican party in 1912 
which resulted in the formation of 
the Progressive party under the 
leadership of -Theodore Roosevelt 
and the consequent victory of Wil- 
son over Taft.

EIGHBORS run from their homes in alarm. They meet a hysterical 

woman with a child in her arms—a child in dripping clothes—a 
child whose lips are blue and whose skin has taken on the pallor of death. 
“Oh, help me! Help me!” sobs the frantic mother. ‘My child has 
drowned in the lily pond!” 


“Get a doctor,” cries someone . , . a doctor cannot immediately be 
reached . , . then someone recalls that Alabama Power Company em- 
ployes have been known to revive persons thought to be dead from 
drowning. ‘The nearest office of the Company is called and the circum- 
stances explained, Speedily, available power company personnel ar- 
rives, trained in the prone pressure method of resuscitation for the pro- 
tection of fellow employes in case of electric shock (but also frequently 
effective in cases of suffocation, drowning and asphyxiation). 


The child is laid prone. A powerful man in rough clothes and perhaps

New York, opposition to the Ma-| 
sons spread to other states and 
several demigogie young  politi- 


cians, among them Thurlow Weed 
William H. Seward of New

The result was the organization 
of the Anti-Masonie party and in 
September, 1830, the first Anti-Ma- 
sonic convention, the first national 
convention of any party, was held 
in Philadelphia, attended by 96 del- 
egates from ten states, 7’. was 
decided to hold another conven- 
tion the next year to nominate can- 
didates for President and vice-pres- 
ident and this meeting was to be 
composed of as many delegates 
from each state as there were rep- 
resentatives in both houses of con- 
gress. 

Accordingly in September, 
the convention was held in 
more and it nominated for Presi- 
dent William Wirt of Maryland, 
who had been attorney-general in 
Monroe's cabinet, and for 
president Amos Ellmaker of New 
York. In the election of 1832 these 
candidates won only the electoral 
vote of Vermont. Later this party 
was absorbed by the Whigs and lost 
its identity, except in Pennsylvania 
where it elected a governor in 1835 
and continued as a separate party 
for a few years. 

But during the Anti-Masonic par- 
ty’s short existence it had pointed 
the way for others to follow in the 
method of choosing candidates. It 
gave them the national nominating 
convention and while convention 
procedure has since been changed 
in many ways,

The Editor, Elba Clipper: 

I am handing you letter from 
Governor Graves in which he 
promises to protect dry counties. 
In his platform for Governor he 
pledged “all the power of the 
State government” for the pro- 
tection of counties voting dry. 
Coffee has voted dry twice by 
large majorities during this ad- 
ministration. The prohibition laws 
remain in full force and effect, and 
the enforcement must not be 
weakened by adjoining wet coun- 
ties, 

The alcoholic beverage act, sec- 
tion 51, provides: 

“In all dry Counties, as de- 
fined in this Section, the Sta- 
tutes of Alabama prohibit.ag 
the manufacture, sale or dis 
tribution of Alcoholic Bever- 
ages shall remain in full force 
and effect,’ and “persons......

“We specifically call attention 
to the fact that the educational 
program approved by the govern- 
or and the legislature is only a 
minimum program and hence will 
be entirely inadequate for the rap- 
idly growing school population.” 

Another resolution urged pas- 
sage in Congress of the Harrison- 
Black-Fletcher bill, which would 
provide federal aid for schools, 
$2,000,000 immediately for Ala- 
bama and $7,000,000 within five 
years. : 

A resolution was adopted en- 
dorsing the principle of the mini- 
mum school program act, but set- 
ting as a goal, instead of the sev- 
en-month term guaranteed in that 
program, a minimum term of eight 
months and _ ultimately nine 
months. : 

The association adopted a reso- 
lution condemning the election of 

county school superintendents and 
the state superintendent, and urg- 
ed that these officials be selected 


It is clear that in Counties vot- 
ing dry the prohibition laws are 
not repealed, It cannot be con- 
strued otherwise than full protec- 
tion is guaranteed to Counties vot- 
ing dry. Some have propagated 
different interpretations of this 
new law. The Alcoholic Control 
Board cannot make rules and reg- 
ulations for Wet Counties which 
will weaken enforcement of our 
present, unrepealed prohibition 
laws, and the prohibition laws, 
penalties and punishments con- 
tinue in full force and effect in 
all Counties which voted Dry.

Thomas Andrew Byrd, 96-year-old 
Confederate veteran, and widely) 
known pioneer of the Wiregrass 


section, who passed away at his 
home after several months of fee- 
ble health from the infirmities of 
age. The son of Bertis and Mary 
Andrews Byrd, he was born at the 
home of his grandfather, Thomas 
Andrews, September 18, 1840, near 


the present town of Newtow_ in| 
Dale County. He spent his child- 
hood in that home in the days 


when all the surrounding territory 
was an unbroken wilderness, He 
attended school in a log school 
house near his home and took part 
in the clearing of land and estab- | 
lishing the plantation, 

When he was near the age of 
21 the War Between the States 
broke out, He iminediately enlist- 
ed and became a member of the 
Seventh Alabama Regiment, Com- 
pany M, commanded by Capt. Bill 
McCall, and a unit in the division 
of Gen, Braxton Bragg. While in 
this company Mr. Byrd _ partici- 
pated in many battles, at Mur- 
phreesboro, Ft. Zollicoffer, Shiloh 
and near Chattanooga, being 
among the last to leave the trench- 
es at Missionary Ridge. 

His original company was dis- 
banded following the Battle of 
Shiloh and he reenlisted in the 
Fifty-Third Alabama Cavalry, 
commanded by Captain Davis. He 
was continuously in action after 
that and was wounded in the bat- 
tle of Noon Day Creek in Georgia, 
a wound which never entirely heal- 
ed throughout his long life. 

Following the war he returned 
to Dale County, was married to 
his war-time sweetheart, Kather- 
ine Mullins, on October 19, 1865, 
and settled down to a life on a 
farm. 

The family lived first near 
Ozark and later near the present 
town of Brantley in Crenshaw 


County. During the past 36 years 
he has been a resident of Enter- 
prise. He was at different times 
a merchant, gin and warehouse 
owner. He retired from active 
business 10 years ago but up until 
recent months he was still active, 
attended church and was interest- 
ed in all the affairs of the town. 

Surviving are two sons, B. B.

WATER POWER—In an inter-| 
view with Sam Philyaw, one of) 
the operators at the power plant, | 
I learned that for every three inch- 
es of water that goes over the} 
dam, the water below rises one 
foot. Consequently, when five feet 
of water flow over the dam, it 
means 20 feet below, which caus- 
es it to rise to a point where there 
is not enough fall to pull the wa- 
terwheel with much force. I hac 
supposed that comparatively high 
the river meant maxi-| 
mum power, but Mr, Philyaw says | 
such is not the case, On the con- 


er at all. P. G. Mathis, who was 
in charge of the plant for several 
years, says maximum power is!

FISH POLES—It has been dem- 
onstrated that a high grade of 
Japanese cane fish poles can be 
grown in this section. A Troy 
man has a large patch and has 
been marketing a considerable 
number in this territory, but, ac- 
cording to good authority, he 
markets them before they ma- 
ture, with the result that they 
are crooked and brittle. P. G. 
Mathis, who planted a patch near 
the power plant, south of town, 
several years ago, when he was in 
charge, says the shoots come up 
and grow as large and as high as 
they ever will in just a few weeks, 
but they must be allowed to ma- 
ture until Fall of the second year, 
else they will be crooked and brit- 
tle. Mr. Mathis also says they 
should be cut and hung up with 
a weight attached, for about six 
weeks. If treated in such way, 
he says one will have a pole that 
can be bent double without break- 
ing, and one which will snap back 
straight when released. As a Jap- 
anese cane patch spreads rapidly 
when once started, and as there 
is always a good demand for a 
good grade of fish poles, it would 
seem that such a patch would be 
unusually profitable. However, Mr. 
Mathis warns those who may wish 
to plant a patch to be sure to 
set it out on high, well-drained 
land, as the cane will not do well 
on low, damp soil.

NEW LONDON, Tex., Mar. 23. | 

Convinced there is no evidence} 
upon which to base prosecutions | 
for the London school blast with 
its 455 deaths, publie officials mar- 
shalled technical and legal pre- 
ventives tonight against any such 
future disaster, 

This saddened community, where 
nearly every family was bereft of 
one or more members, planned a 
great Easter Sunday memorial 
for the child and teacher 
victims, as residents returned 
slowly to every-day routine. 

“There was no evidence at all 
on which to base a prosecution,” 
Secretary of State Edward Clark 
reported to Goy, James V. Allred 
at Austin upon his return from 
New London. As a national guard

experts continued an investigation, 
drilling 400 holes in the oil der- 
ricked section of the wealthy con- 
solidated school’s grounds to test 
subsoil for possible gas seepage. 

D. J. Parker, Salt Lake City, 
Utah, district engineer of the mine 
bureau, said the official finding 
would be forwarded to Washing- 
ton. Authorities privately express- 
ed the opinion gas seepage through 
the ground was not, a factor in 
the explosion. 

Rigid inspection of every rural 
school in East Texas oil arca was 
expected as a precaution, In the 
military inquiry it was testified 
escaping gas was found in a near- 
by school building. Several schools 
were closed for a day to permit @ 
thorough inspection, 

State Senator Joe Hill, legisla- 
tive investagator who participated 
in the military inquiry, said he 
would recommend tightening build- 
ing inspection regulations and re- 
quiring the placing of a malodor- 
ous substance in gas so leaks 
would be noticeable. 

“If there had been a malodorant 
in the gas at New London,” he 
said, “the catastrophe never would 
have occurred,” 

The Red Cross disaster relief 
officials said today their casualty 
list showed 455 dead and 53 in- 
jured. Forty-nine of the injured 
still were in hospitals, ,many of 
them critically hurt. 

The Rev. William ‘T. Bratton, 
pastor of the New London Baptist 
Church, where many of the vic- 
tims attended services, and others 
planned to hold the Easter Memo- 
rial service either in the little 
hillside cemetery where many of 
the victims were buried or at the 
site of the catastrophe. 


Bereaved ‘parents filed in a 


steady stream into the school's 
‘large band rehearsal hall today 
to sit on the floor and search 


through piles of schoolbooks and 


articles for possessions of their 
dead children. Wrecking crews 


were tearing down the remaining 
portion of the main building and 


clearing out lockers filled with 
clothing and books — untouched 


since the blast. 

David J. Price, in charge of the 
chemical engineering division of 
the Bureau of Chemicals and Soils, 
Department of Agriculture, an ex- 
pert on dust explosions, planned 
to leave tonight for a conference 
with Governor Allred before re- 
turning to Washington. 

Captain Clark informed the govy- 
ernor that apparently no one was 
to blame for the catastrophe, al- 
though he thought the board had 
not exercised good judgment in its 
plans for heating the building and 
should have called in and followed 
expert advice.
